•In the economic conditions of this time the church has a task. 


Through the investigation now .being carried on by our United States 
courts an interesting situation is being brought to light. It speaks,, in 
terms of "corners" and'..''trusts" and "mergers" and words of a kindred 
import. Now it Is not'for the uninitiated to' say these are all wrong, 
but the truth of the matter is that the average man thinks they are 
wrong and are to the detriment of the man "of small means.

Social conditions are bringing their.full quota of difficult questions 


to the Church. We are fostering institutions that are detrimental;, to 
manhood and womanhood, and wronged mahllbod together wtih^er 
based womanhood and an outraged public are demanding that some- 
thing be done about this—and it is significant "that they are looking 
to the' Church to take the lead ,in doing it: The Church may not be 
able and indeed is not able, to settle these questions in the way some 
believe it can, but it can stand on the principle that will settle them. 
The only argument in favor of the saloon and" the brothel that always 
goes with it is the argument of the pocket-book. 


The Church cannot lose sigh t either of the spiritual needs of the 


time and the task they impose upon her. .Times have changed and men 
have changed and men do not regard: spiritual things.as did their 
fathers. If this is an Indication of ajtrue desire for something better it 
is well and good, but if it be the breaking away from ttie knowledge 
of and the liking for spiritual things It may well challenge our attention. 


' The spiritual is a necessity in life if life is to be any more than eating' 


and drinking. When we" lose. that, we lose the only thing that holds, 
before .us ;the right -Ideals • ana gives us-the strength of character to

The Enemies of Redpfocity. 


The farmers of No. 11 Broadway have changed the scene of their 


activities since Congress passed the reciprocity bill. While that 
measure was pending in Congress they made strenuous- efforts to 
convince American farmers that reciprocity with Canada would ruin 
them. From the agricultural center which includes Wall and Broad 
streets and No. 26 Broadway they sent out warnings to the Ameri- 
can farmers that Canadian agriculture was to be enriched by the de- 
struction of their industry.

Now the Broadway farmers have changed their base of opera- 


tions, they have also reversed their arguments. They are operat- 
ing in Toronto, and are busy telling the Canadian farmers that reci- 
procity will ruin the farmers of the Dominion, that American agri- 
culture and trusts will fatten on the destruction of agriculture in 
Canada.. Having failed to avert ruin from the American farmer they 
are now striving to save, the Canadian farmer. 


It would be ungrateful to-question the motives of these busy al- 


truists, but nevertheless one may inquire why they are so solicitous 
about .the welfare of the Canadian farmer when they were but a few 
•weeks ago wailing about the calamity threatening the, American 
farmer. Also why a measure that will ruin the American farmer will 
be equally calamitous to the Canadian farmer. Formerly they 
claimed that the importation of Ca.nadian farm products into the. 
United States free of duty would ruin American agriculture. .Now 
they say the importation of American farm • products into Canada- 
free of duty will ruin Canadian agriculture. • . ,

There is a flaw in the argument somewhere. The argument ad- 


dressed to the American farmers contradicts and refutes the argu- 
ment now being addressed to the Canadian farmers. The American 
farmers were told that reciprocity with Canada would enrich the 
Canadian farmers at their expense. Now the Canadian, farmers are 
being told that reciprocity will enrich American farmers .and em- 
poverish the agriculturists of Canada.. 


Putting aside tlife seeming contradiction, however, it is pertinent 


•to inquire who is putting up the money to carry on this campaign of 
education. What influence started the propaganda from No. 1.1, 
Broadway, New York, in the interest of American farmers and then 
transferred it to Toronto, Canada, and made Canadian farmers the 
objects of its solicitude? Why have the champions of the. American 
farmer suddenly become champions ot.the Canadian farmer? '-One 
may excuse faults .of judgment, 'but r4|s'not so easy to excuse, or 
even understand, such a complete change in -sentiment and sym- 
pathy. 


But, perhaps after all,.the farmers formerly of No. -11 Broadway 


and now of Toronto, Canada, are not farmers at' all, and have no 
concern about the interests of farmers on either side of-the line. Is 
it not more likely that they represent certain big interests which 
desire to defeat reciprocity by any means that it can be accomplished? 
/These interests had spokesmen in Congress and in the American 
press, and they have spokesmen in'the Canadian .Parliament and 
the Canadian press! Their object, is to protect arid perpetuate'cer- 
tain monopolies which reciprocity threatens to destroy. To achieve 
their end they arc trying to delude and use the Canadian farmers 
as they tried to delude;9and use the American farmers. -They are 
ispending vast sums for a selfish -purpose that is injurious to" the 
masses in both Canada and the United States and.Canada; Theic 
-whole campaign is one of fraud ami deceit,'as their arguments'are 
addressed to ignorance and prejudice. They have no sympathy with 
farmers or anybody else, no patriotism, no regard for the public, wel- 
fare; are, in short, nothing better, than a band of monopoly ^pirates 
who are laboring to perpetuate a tariff graft -by which they are. 
•amassing great fortunes.

The alleged 


farmers are men who work the farmers, not the farms. Their busi- 
ness is to get all they can from any and everybody by any device 
by which people can be separated frqrn their money.' _ Freedom of 
trade between Canada and the United States-interferes : with their, 
•monopolies and hence they are fighting against it. They failed to 
humbug the people of the United States and now they are trying to 
humbug the people of Canada. Which explains their peculiar double- 
Ending.

The Municipal ContesimSan Francisco. 


The tremendous registration in'San" Francisco indicates-unusual 


interest in the coming municipal election. The indications are that 
a very heavy vote will be cast at the primary election. The regis- 
tration, which closes tonight, will be close to 100,000—the largest 
for a primary election in the history of the city.' Only three candi- 
dates for Mayor will be in the field', Mayor McCarthy, James Rolph 
and the Socialist candidate. It is quite likely that the primary vote 
this year will exceed the total poll at the general election two year'j 
sgo. 
The McCarthy and Rolph forcessare well organized, and,will 


poll every vote they can, drum up. Both the Republican and the 
Democratic organizations are behind Rolph, who is also backed by 
the Merchants' Association and the so-called Good 
Government 


League, organized by Rudolph Spreckels and James D. Phelan. 
It 


is confidently predicted that the primary vote will run above 60,000. 
At the municipal election two years ago McCarthy received 29,455 
votes, Dr. Leland (Democrat) 19,594, Crocker (Republican) 13,766 
and McDevitt (Socialist) 1418. If the Socialist vote is not heavier 
this year than it was two year? ago, a mayor is likely to be elected, 
at the primary. At the last election McCarthy- was'opposed by Re- 
publican and Democratic candidates, but this year Rolph1 has the 
endorsement of both the old party organizations, However, party 
Hues are completely broken down in the pending contest, the only 
compact organization, the Union Labor, element, being behind Mc- 
Carthy. Both sides appear to be confident of victory, but the out- 
come is problematical, the estimates being largely governed by per- 
sonal sympathies,

Noted Harvard Professor Delivers Annual 


Before Philosophical Union 


of the State University 


OB1 'CAIiJS'OKNlA,, 


26. — The philosophical union of the "Uni- 
versity of California held, Its annual meat- 
ing at Hearst hall last evening and lis- 
tened to an address by the distinguished. 
professor of philosophy at Harvard. "Uni- 
versity, George Santayana,., who,, was .one 
of the lecturers at the summer sesslo'h of 
the state university. The meeting- was a 
public one. 
Professor Santayana spoke 


on "The Genteel Tradition on. American : 
Philosophy." 


According to the speaker, this genteel 


or polite tradition among American 'phll- 
osophlzefs is a. form of Calvinism 'not al- 
ways tha theological system of John Cal- 
vin, tho Protestant .reformer, or of. -Jona- 
than Edwards, but a system of. thought 
which Professor 
Santayana said com- 


pletely dominated the 
early 
life 
and 


thought of this country.

In brief, Dr. 6anta.ya.na said: ' "Calvin- 


ism was an, expression of tha agonized 
conscience and asserted that sin is pun- 
ished, .and -that It Is beautiful 'that sin Is 
to, ba punished. To be a , Calvlnlst Is to 
, 


feel a pleasure In one's 
misery. ,To 


some this seems fantastic* and unintelli- 
gible, 
The nation In Its early history 


waa small arid solated and emphasized 
small things. Afterwards the sense of "sin 
totally evaporated. Good will became the^ 
great American virtue.

American is convinced .that he always has 
been and always will be victorious and 
blameless."

Prof. Santayana discussed the trans- 


cendentalism of tha .German philosopher 
Kant and of Emerson, and said: 


"Emerson, a shrewd Yankee, by In- 


stinct on tho winning side, impervious 
to the evil side, had no system, but 
opened his oyes every morning with . a 
fresh sincerity. 
The habits and, training 


of mind were those of the preacher.. He 
has also love and respect for nature." 


"Have .there been successful efforts to 


escape the genteel tradition?' The humor- 
ists escaped In part : They point to what 
contradicts It in the facts and .seems 


ludicrous.

WHITMAN LEAVES TRADITION. 


"Only one American writer, has ;left

Laws pro- 
tecting children were made by the wo- 
Tnen, ami the government of this state la 
one of the finest In the country; To deny 
California'women the right tc vote Is to 
odmit they are inferior to the women of 
pister states who have been granted the 
ballot. 


"The test of experience answers every 


argument that has been advanced against 
equal suffrage. 
It has been atattd by 


opponents of the movement that by nv- 
low'ng women to vote they~ .would lose 
their charm. This is a foolish contention 
and is easily disproved. It Is Impossible 
to go to any suffrage state and. ^get any 
number of men to speak against women 
voting. 
Why should the women be de- 


prived of that broadening Influence the 
privilege to vote .would have on them? 
Load them with responsibility if you wish, 
but let them have a say In the govern- 
ment of their, city, state and country, 
and save them from, the worst thing- 
that could happen—having nothing to do."

scientiously opposed .to vaccination; that 
the law nowhero provides-.that ths ..au- 
thorities of the school, college' or. uni- 
versity may not, in their discretion, adopt 
more stringent regulations from tnose of 
the law, and may not, if they deem, it 
•wlge, require previous vaccination - on the 
part of every student."

Wood a writ of mandate compelling 
the board : to asslg-n her as principal 
teacher in. one- of the first class gram- 
mar schools of the city and to pay her 
three years' arrearages, amounting to 
the difference between a salary of 
.$180 ar,,d ?150. a month. 
Mrs. Wood's suit is .one among1'- a 


number of similar applications. which 
have been filed recently by teachers 
who were reduced in. rank, and pay 
.shortly after the fire of 1906, When a 
large number of grammar schools of 
the first class were wiped out. Since 
tha rebuilding of the schools the ef-. 
forts of many ?pt these teachers to re- 
gain their former status in the de- 
partment have been futile, hence the 
recourse, to th» courts. 
Judge Hunt holds that the courts 


ha.ve.no power, to interfere with the 
board of education in-its dealing's with 
the teachers,-* even though its actions 
•sometimes be unwise or unjust.

Supreme Justices Say Califor- 


nia Association is Not Try- 


ing to Restrain Trade. 


SAN FRANCISCQ, Aug.. 26.—The 


Supreme /Court of c California 
has 


handed down, a, decision affecting the 
judgment of the Superior Coifrt in 
holding that the 
California 
Raisin 


Growers' Association is not a ,:trust, 
and ordering certain growers under 
contract ^to the a.ssociation, who re- 
ceived advances on their crops ex- 
ceeding the price paid thereon, to re- 
turn the excess amounts to the asso- 
ciation. 
, 
i "~ 
The ^association was formed for the 
purpose of packing advertising and 
selling raisins and had .under contract 
2SOO raisin growers in 1903. The same 
year an excessive 'supply of 'the "fruit 
resulted In low prices and at the-close 
of the season the association discov- 
ered .that it had .advanced excessive 
amounts; on crops to various- men u.n^ 
der contract. 
A.n. attempt to collect 
resulted in a suit being- filed by .An- 
drew Abbott, who, .on behalf. of sev- 
eral hu ndred other ..growers, 
main- 


talned that the association', failed -to 
state..facts sufficiently, to warrant an 
.accounting. 
Abbott also contended 
that the associatipn <was organized to 
create._a monopoly in the raisin trade, 
but the supreme justices, with the Su- 
perior Court, -hold .that there was 
nothln'g in therevidence to show .that 
•the ' association- had .engaged in .any 
conspiracy-for the restraint of trade, 
arbitrary fixing of; prices, or had ar- 
ranged to exclude:raislns from pack- 
ing houses not "delivered by them.
